Wine and Cheese 

It is not necessary for one to be 
a gourmet cook or an expertise 
wine and cheese connoisseur to 
have a very successful wine and 
cheese party. Rules that dictate 
you must eat this cheese with this 
wine are out — because you may 
prefer a different combination. For 
the novice, a few guidelines may 
increase your confidence. 

Cheese Pointers 

1. Cheese should be served at 
room temperature — keep them re¬ 
frigerated, individually wrapped in 
their own wrapper or in clear plas¬ 
tic until two hours before serving. 
The reason being — no cheese can 
stand a series of abrupt tempera¬ 
ture changes. 

2. Six types of cheese (one of 
each type) are more than sufficient 
for eight to ten people. 

3. Left-over cheese, can be stor¬ 
ed, wrapped individually in plastic 
wrap for a month in the refrigera¬ 
tor.

Add to a good 
program of com¬ 
panionate veget¬ 
ables a number 
of aromatic herbs 
flowers and even 
weeds, and your 
_garden will mim¬ 
ic nature’s mixed crops. 

“The presence of companion 
herbs is thought to improve the 
growth and flavor of the vegetables 
and also to deter garden pests,” 
Catnip, they say, deters flea beet¬ 
les, mint drives away the white 
cabbage butterfly, garlic can turn 
away the japanese beetle and so 
on. 

Let’s look at yarrow. Here’s a 
herb steeped in lore as well as 
•hot water by those who know the 
brisk light tea made from its leav¬ 
es. The Chinese mystic casts yar¬ 
row increases the aromatic quality 
of all herbs — and it’s the aromatic 
essential oils that deter insects. 
Yarrow is thus the herb’s herb. 

“ Yarrow has a definite effect on 
the quality of neighboring plants,” 
says the Bio-Dynamic book. “Com¬ 
panion plants,” increasing not so 
much their resistance to adverse 
conditions and thereby improving 
their health, and resistance to in¬ 
sects too. 

A wide variety of herbs belong 
in every organic garden. It’s only 
been since the renaissance that 
flower herb and vegetable gardens 
have been generally separated. 
Before that, everything grew well 

As to the value of weeds in the 
garden, there are theories and 
there are theories. The most com¬ 
mon is that weeds rob the soil of 
nutrients needed by the crops, and 
so the garden soil either remains 
bare between rows or is covered 
with mulch. But the Indians never 
grew crops that way. They be¬ 
lieved that weeds were part of the 
picture and should be allowed to 
grow with the vegetables to some 
extent. 

A garden overrun with weeds is 
no garden at all, but the wise use 
of weeds can prove invaluable. 
Weeds can pump subsurface min¬ 
erals and nutrients to the surface. 
They can act as a ground cover 
and green mulch. Their roots open 
up areas of the subsoil most veg¬ 
etables can’t penetrate. One 
woman showed me some Bermuda 
onions she had harvested from a 
jungle of weeds.” Every onion was 
a picture of perfection.” I thought 


the onions in that part of my gar¬ 
den were gone, she told me. She 
then showed me the onions she had 
harvested from her cultivated rows. 
“After all my work — look at the 
difference! And they’re keeping 
better too. Not a one of my weed 
onion is rooting.” 

The clean land onions were little 
more than half the size of the weed- 
patch onions. I was a bit surprised 
there, because her weeds were 
growing entirely too thick. How¬ 
ever, onions collect their food mat¬ 
erials in the shallow surface of 
the ground, except where there 
are weed roots to open up the 
lower soil. 

As it happened, practically all of 
the woman’s weeds were deep div¬ 
ers. While they seemed too thick to 
feed very deep, they still fed deep 
enough to provide the onions with 
a larger than usual feeding zone. 

Any farm boy can tell you that 
the best watermelons come from 
the weediest part of the patch even 
from among the nettles that are 
thick with thorns. A farmer told 
me he harvested his best pumpkins 
from a plot that was covered with 
jimson weeds. The type of weed 
has a lot to do with its effect on 
the garden. 

Cocannouer recommends letting 
the deep divers grow into thick 
profusion amongst the vegetables. 
These include giant ragweed an¬ 
nuals, smart weed, deadnettle, sow 
thistle, ground cherry, burdock, 
pokeweed mullein, annual black 
nightshade, lamb’s-quarters, pig¬ 
weed, purslane, and many others. 

I saw some dedicated and wise 
organic farmers growing a riot of 
vegetables and weeds. Their pro¬ 
duce was the most gorgeous I’ve 
ever seen. “I don’t worry about 
the weeds,” was their comment. 
But you could tell that they didn't 
let them choke out any vegetables. 
And that’s the secret.

Tip of the Week 

When I go on vacation, I let the 
large plastic garment bags from 
the cleaner tend my plants while 
I’m away. I set plants near wind¬ 
ows on snack tables, then care¬ 
fully lower the bag down over 
them as far as possible without 
disturbing plants. To hold bags up, 
I pin them to the curtains. African 
violets have stayed alive and well 
for several weeks this way.

one else. And they know that it is becoming increasingly difficult for the 
average fellow to keep ahead of the rising costs of living. Consequently when 
contract time rolls around, the unions are there to see that they get the best 
possible deal in a new contract. 

This year the I.W.A. has asked for a new contract which the forest in¬ 
dustry companies say will cost $150 million dollars. They say that cost, $150 
million, is more than the total profit last year of all the logging operations 
in British Columbia. 

If the I.W.A. stands by its ‘demands’ for this .new contract, it would ap¬ 
pear that observors who are predicting an impasse in contract negotiations 
this year will be proven correct. It is almost inconceivable that any industry 
will settle for a contract which will wipe out virtually all of its profitability. 

The I.W.A. position seems even more difficult to accept when its con¬ 
tract demands are compared with the contract now being ^negotiated In Wash¬ 
ington State. In British Columbia, the I.W.A. is asking for an across the board 
increase of $1.00 per hour. In Washington State, the across the board increase 
being sought is half that amount — $.50 per hour. This would seem to be 
quite different from the days when the I.W.A. was seeking parity with its 
brothers in Washington State. British Columbia forestry workers even if they 
compromise their demands will be receiving more in salary and fringe benefits 
than their brothers in Washington State. 

We think that it is up to the companies and the union to bargain out 
their differences. Collective bargaining between employer and employee is the 
corner stone of our free enterprise system. However we wonder if the I.W.A. 
demands are within the bounds of reason. 

To begin with, if the I.W.A. gets what it wants, there will, say the com¬ 
panies, be no profitability in logging. Going beyond that, if the companies 
have to settle for these demands, we wonder who they will sell their logs to, 

Unlike consumer oriented business, the forest industry cannot pass on 
higher costs to the consumer. By contrast, if the food processing industry has 
to settle for a new union contract which decreases profitability, the industry 
simply passes the costs on to the consumer. Food prices go up. Some people 
call this inflation, but at least, life goes on. 

In the forest industry, there is nobody to pass the higher costs onto. 
Once prices for logs get so high, the buyers, around the world simply go some¬ 
where else to buy their logs. Unlike our example of the food industry, which 
is a localized market, the forest industry competes in an international market. 
If log prices get too high for the buyer he goes somewhere else. If British 
Columbia prices are too high, the buyer/can go to Washington or Oregon. 

And where does this leave us in British Columbia? Not very well. It is 
one thing to say that the unions deserve a fair shake in maintaining and im¬ 
proving their standard of living. This is proper and right. But when union 
demands are sufficiently excessive to price the product right out of the mar¬ 
ket, they just don’t make sense. What good does it do for the unions to get 
what they want if it will mean that nobody will want to buy the trees which 
they log. It is very nice to say the I.W.A. got the settlement it wants but 
if that settlement means no one will want to buy B.C. logs, what good is it? 
If no one buys B.C. logs, or buys less B.C. logs, that will mean a lessening de¬ 
mand for jobs and a shrinking of the B.C. industry — not because our pro¬ 
duct is of an inferior quality but because price wise, we can’t compete. This 
is a gloomy situation. 

It is time the I.W.A. took a realistic look at its ‘demands.’ At a time 
when international markets are more competitive than ever before; at a time 
when several regions, especially the northwestern United States can operate 
at a lower cost than British Columbia; it is time for some frank evaluation of 
our problems. They are serious. $.50 of every dollar earned in British Colum¬ 
bia is ultimately derived from the forest industry. It would be a serious blow 
to our economy and our province if our major industry can no longer remain 
competitive.

He was just like any other male on the floor — except he 
offered drugs. 

Some refused his offer. But how many youngsters didn’t? 

The occasion was the big spring boogie featuring Tej Mahal 
and Sunshyne at the Cominco Arena Saturday.

And the "drugs the best," an unidentified youngster said. 

Hash, grass and wine were prevalent among the crowd of 
more than 1,800 that really dug the entertainment offered. 

Dressed casually, he walked around the perimeter of the 
arena twice and circulated among the crowd. Just a face a- 
mong a thousand others. 

He stopped at little groups sitting against the walls of the 
ice surface and waved a palm of pills. How many bought his 
offer is difficult to estimate. 

No exchange of money was seen. Time dragged on during 
the evening. 

When RCMP entered the building, for the second time dur¬ 
ing the evening, they were told of the situation. 

Both the RCMP and others witnessed him going from group \ 
to group. The officers followed him and saw him buy a handful 
of gum and candies at the confectionery. 

He returned to the floor and continued to circulate. He dis¬ 
tributed gum and caramels to a group. 

Later, a Trail youngster said high-grade MDA (from Van¬ 
couver) was being pushed. 

MDA is classed as one of the most common drugs along 
with alcohol, patent medicines, marijuana and LSD. MDA or 
methyl enedi oxyam phetamine is classified as a hallucino¬ 
genic drug. 

What was really being offered? Candy? Or drugs? 

Corporal Dick Barnes, Trail RCMP, estimates more than 
30 per cent of junior high school students here have experimen¬ 
ted with illegal drugs. 

The figure climbs to the 50 per cent mark at J. Lloyd 
Crowe senior secondary school, he says. 

Experimentation can involve the smoking of just one or two 
marijuana cigarettes. Marijuana joints were plentiful at the 
boogie. Hashish was also available. 

Both are prevalent in the area and some is grown locally. * 
A patch has been grown near Bear Creek and a few plants hava 
been found in West Trail, CpI. Barnes says. 

"Children experimenting with drugs are doing the same 
thing we did with booze when we were young," the corporal

April is a month to walk through. 
There is nothing more refreshing 
than a walk in the woods about 
this time of year, now that grow¬ 
ing things are forcing their pale 
green shoots through the leaf 
mould of last autumn, undaunted 
by the occasional late snowfall. 

The gentleness of these spring¬ 
time discoveries does much to cure 
the combat fatigue of winter. Per¬ 
haps one is subconsciously hopeful 
about beginning to grow again. 
Nature does it every year, and 
nature, too, sometimes replaces 
the blemishes of the past with 
growth of great beauty, as with 
the tall pink fireweed that grows 
in such profusion over the scars of 
burnt-over land. 

Walking the other day I found 
all forts of small unidentifiable 
plants and greening bushes, and 
the tight buds of the Balm of 
Gilead willow that a little later on 
will smell so purely and pungently 
of spring. The Balm of Gilead 
leaves unfold with a red syrup¬ 
like substance that little boys play¬ 
ing Indians and cowboys used to 
paint their faces with — like war 
paint or blood — and then run 
home to supper with it still on 
their faces. Many a major matern¬ 
al crisis was caused this way. 

There were mounds of hazel nut 
shells from squirrels’ winter cach¬ 
es, on logs and stumps, and the 
squirrels themselves, and birds, 
but apart from them the only live 
thing I saw was a man in the 
caboose of a freight train travelling 
east. He waved to me as train men 
always do, and I waved back, and 
kept on waving in the long forgot¬ 
ten way of childhood, until the 
caboose vanished in the distance 
leaving the twin ribbons of wind¬ 
ing tracks glistening in the light 
rain that had started to fall. There 
is something very lonely about a 
railroad track in the bush country 
after a train has just gone through. 

The sky darkened and the rain 
turned to snow, with big flakes 
falling densely. And such are the 
changes of April, the tranquil wood¬ 
land trail was transformed into a 
threatening stretch of wilderness. 
The snow kept coming and I head¬ 
ed home. As I tramped through 
the wild weather it occurred to 
me that all those poets who write 
about April’s ‘soft tears of rain’ 
and so on, should also write some 
verses about April’s large marsh¬ 
mallow sized flakes of snow.
